ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1965 


To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  Wainford  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  1965,  the  population  increased  by  100  to  reach  the  estimated  mid-year  total  of  6,550. 
Of  this  increase,  9  were  due  to  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths. 

The  number  of  births  was  89  in  1965  compared  with  101  in  1964,  while  deaths  numbered  80  as 
compared  with  64  in  the  previous  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  14.8  per  1,000  estimated  population  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
12.08  per  1,000  as  compared  with  20.35  and  10.09  respectively  in  1964.  Deaths  associated  with  ageing 
formed  75%  of  the  total  recorded.  Maternal  mortality  remained  at  nil. 

75  confirmed  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  majority  being 
due  to  measles. 

Cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  declined  to  26  reflecting  the  downward  trend  occurring 
throughout  the  area.

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE:  COMPARABILITY  FACTOR 


Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These  populations  are  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence  on  the 
birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a  high  proportion  of  them  in  a 
population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  pro¬ 
portion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  of  standardization  of  such  a  factor 
will  give  a  truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these  lines.  Multiplication  of  the 
crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  com¬ 
pared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar  way  to  the  above.  The  factors 
for  certain  areas,  v/here  rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison 
by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are 
adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate  area 
comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institu¬ 
tions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  Wainford  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  ninth  Annual  Report  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Sewerage  facilities  continue  to  be  made  available  to  a  growing  proportion  of  our  population 
each  year  (notwithstanding  the  high  cost  per  property)  and  further  schemes  are  envisaged. 

Schemes  for  new  Council  dwellings  are  at  present  only  at  the  embryo  stage  and  all  resources 
have  been  channelled  towards  the  early  completion  of  the  Council’s  House  Modernisation  Programme, 
the  end  of  which  is  in  sight. 

Private  Development  in  the  area  continues  to  increase  and  the  demand  for  sub-standard  property 
for  reconditioning  purposes  is  considerable. 

Street  Lighting  schemes  at  Worlingham  were  brought  to  fruition  during  the  year  under  review. 

My  sincere  appreciation  is  due  to  all  the  staff  in  the  combined  department  for  their  hard  work 

and  enthusiasm  despite  the  growing  demands  on  their  services.  Especially,  I  thank  Frank  Pooley, 

my  Deputy,  who  continues  to  cheerfu  lly  carry  a  large  share  of  the  public  health  and  building  inspection 
duties.

At  Flixton,  the  Ross  Factory  continued  their  expansion  programme  and  now  have  a 

throughput  of  38,000  birds  per  week. 

L.B.T.  Packers  Turkey  Processing  Factory  at  Holton  again  increased  their  capacity 
to  approximately  7,730  birds  per  week,  large  additional  cold  stores  being  built. 
This  company  has  an  expanding  export  trade  to  Europe. 

Both  managements  are  co-operative  and  endeavour  to  consistently  maintain  the 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  practices  required  of  them  and  their  staff.

Sewage  Effluents: 

Careful  attention  was  given  to  the  maintenance  of  proper  standards  of  effluent,  there 
being  good  co-operation  with  the  East  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  River  Authority. 

All  the  village  works  are  producing  effluents  well  within  the  Royal  Commission  Standards. 
The  older  Council  House  plants  not  reaching  the  required  standard  are  due  for  replacement 
and  will  become  redundant  in  the  foreseeable  future.

Excellent  co-operation 
was  maintained  with  the  East  Anglian  Water  Company. 

I I.  The  water  supply  of  the  Kural  Area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

III,  The  District  is  supplied  from  three  different  sources  situated  at  Holton,  Barsham  and  Bungay
